A Boy Murderer Hanged. 

Pernam, Minn., June 9.—John 
Tribbetts, the seventeen-year-old boy 
who murdered Washington and Fehr- 
bach a few days ago, was brought 
here yesterday and examined before 
Justice Rothfletz. Towards night the 
propriety of lynching him was freely 
discussed, but nothing was done. 


About one o'clock this morning, how- 
ever, twenty resolute men broke into 
the jail and with great difficulty broke 
open his cell and grasped him. He 
said: Don't, boys; this is too rough.” 
The lynchers then carried him to the 
railroad track, a few rods away, rested 
a ladder against a telegraph pole, 
looped one end of a rope around his 
neck ; then throwing it overa round of 
the ladder, hois away. He was 
dead in a few moments. The lynchers 
kept the crowd back with drawn re- 
volvers, and as soon as the work was 
done scattered in all directions. 
Tribbetts made a full confession last 
night. He laughed at the crowd that, 
met him yesterday morning, but be- 
came depressed at night. The lynch- 
ers will probably not suffer for their 
crime.

About Sending Papers by Mail. 

It is well that all persons who are 
in the habit of sending newspapers 
through the postoffice should know 
that they must be properly stamped 
or they will not go. A one-cent 
stamp will earry one newspaper of or- 
dinary size, but will not carry two or 
three. A single three-cent stamp will 
carry a letter, though it be over 
weight, but there is no such regulation 
iu regard to newspapers. Papers not 
covered with the proper amount 
in — are never sent nor are 
they vertised—they are simply 
thrown away. Persons frequently roll 
up three or four papers, stick a one- 
cent stamp on them and dump them 
into the postoffice, thinking th 
Ir bound to go; but they never go—ex- 
2 into the waste pile. All who do 

lose their stamp. Occasionally 

— are dumped into thé postoffice 
rolls of papers that would weigh a 
pound or two with but a single one- 
cent stamp attached. It is the last of 
that roll of papers so far as the sender 
or the person to whom it is addressed 
is concerned.

The city stands in the midst of a group 
of lakes, which occupy an area of some 
fifty square miles in the dry season, and

The sun is ver- 
tical twice a year—in the middle of May 
and in the latter part of July—but the 

wer of its heat is modified so mach 

y altitude that the usnal characteris- 
tics of a tropical climate are not present, 
and in its stead is a climate resembling 
more nearly a perpetual spring in the 
temperate zone. The lower limit of 
perpetual snow on the peaks within 
sight from the city is only about 7,000 
feet above the valley.

of the valley. Another notable pec 1 
liarity of the atmosphere is its extreme 
dryness and consequent capacity for 
absorption, which is extraordinary. 
Situated within the region of the 
„Calms of Cancer, the valley never 
suffers from high winds, a destructive 
hurricane being an event of remote his- 
tory, and the gentle alternations be- 
tween light breezes and absolute calms 
not being disturbed on an average once 
in a century. Surrounded Ki living 
and extinct volcanoes, the valley has 
always been more or less liable to 
earthquakes; but there is no record of 
any serious damage from this cause, 
and from century to century they are 
becoming less frequent and less violent. 
The combined results of these various 
and somewhat antagonistic agencies is a 
climate singularly equable in its annual 
rounds, but quite variable in its daily 
and hourly gradations. The most not- 
able variations in the weather are those 
caused by the alternating seasons of 


RAIN AND DROUGHT. 


The wet season proper includes the 
months of June, July, August and Sep- 
tember; the dry season continues, with 
slight interruptions, from October until 
May. During the wet season rain falls 
almost daily, usually in the afternoon, 
frequently accompanied by thunder and 
lightning; the mornings are luxuriously 
fresh and delightful, and the season is 
most enjoyable. During the dry season 
the sky is usually cloudless and the 
temperature agreeable; but the streets 
and public highways become intolerably 
dusty, and moving columns of dust, like 
waterspouts at sea, form a feature of 
the landscape. April and May are the 
warmest months of the year, December 
and January the coldest; yet, although 
the vertical sun may be sometimes dis- 
agreeable to those exposed to its direct 
influence, and the biting frosts which 
occasionally destroy the flowers and 

budding leaves of Jan send a shiver 
through a delicate and thin-blooded 
person, the difference in the seasons is 
practically so inconsiderable that every 
month of the year presents its contribu- 
tion of flowers, fresh fruits and succu- 
lent vegetables; and while the inhabit- 
ants sleep under double blankets and 
wear full winter clothing throughout the 
summer, a light shawl or spring over- 
coat, with an additional blanket for the 
bed, are the only extra provisions re- 
quired to meet the winter. There are 
neither fire-places, stoves, braziers, nor 
any other arrangement for artificial 
heat. A table of 

THERMOMETRICAL OBSERVATIONS 

for one year is given, the observations 
being taken at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. The averages are: For October, 
57°; November, 52%4°; December, 51°; 
January, 50°; February, 52½; March, 


59°; April, 60°; May, 63°; June, 63°; 
July, 60°; August, 61°; September, 
60750. The variations between the 


maximum and minimum thermometers 
ranged from six degrees in March and 
July to twenty degrees in November. 
The variations of the thermometer in 
the course of twenty-four hours, show- 
ing the difference between the night 
and day temperatures, ranged from 
28 to 47 degrees. The climate is seduc- 
tive, but far from healthy. The natives 
themselves call it fair but treacher- 
ous. Strangers from more northern 
latitudes, and accustomed to the ordi- 
nary levels of human residence, on 
going to the city of Mexico are liable to 
a process of acclimation, of greater or 
less severity and duration, which, 
although usually very trying, is not 
often fatal. Among the first symptoms 
experie nced by the visitor is a sensation 
of giddiness, exhaustion and difficulty 
of breathing, especially after extra exer- 
tion of any kind. Then follow loss of 
appetite, extreme languor, accompanied | | 
by an anomalous remittent fever, which 
may last for a few days or a month. 
These symptoms are frequently varied 
with neuralgia, obstinate 
catarrhs, coughs, diarrhea and dysen- 
tery. Some persons, of course, escape 
entirely; others — owt with the whole 
catalogue of ills, suffering for six months 
or a year before — ng acclimated. 
Even animals are not exempt from the 
perils of acclimation, and cases are cited 
where from 12 to 20 per cent. of Texas 
horses taken to Mexico are lost solely 
through the effects of climate.
